AIKEN, S. C., April 10.—Specia: Agent

Walter I. Fisher, Secretary of the 
Interior, has been instructed by the ad- 
ministration to hasten to Nebraska to 
lead the Taft fight in that State. 

Before the opening of the Republican 
primaries in St. Louis, Wednesday, Sec- 
retary Nagel had conferences with Otto 
KF’. Stifel, Eugene Brokmeyer and BE. L. 
Morse, who have been leading the Taft 
fight. Secretary Nagel declined to com- 
ment on the political situation in Mis- 
souri or to discuss the result of the IIli- 
nois contest. 

He expressed the opinion that Presi- 
dent Taft would be renominated, re- 
gardless of Illinois and —.issouri. 

Confident Taft Will Win. 

“Being a Missourian, I should be 
pleased to have this State indorse Presi- 
dent Taft,’’ said Secretary Nagel to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. “However, Iam 
principally interested in seeing that the 
people have a fair opportunity to ex- 
press their views, and I shall not com- 
plain at the result. 

“President Taft has carried Iowa, 
which was one of the real insurgent 
states, and also Michigan. I feel’ quite 
confident of his nomination. I am Or. 
taking an active part in the fight.’

“I would like to come back to St. 
Louis for the Republican State con- 
vention April 25, but I -have called a 
conference of the boards of trade of 
the United States at Washington April 
22, and it seems likely now that T shall 
be unable to return. The purpose of 
this meeting is to organize a national 
board of trade to establish relations 
with the Government.” 


Primary in St. Louis, 


The Republican primary election, to se- 
lect 245 delegates to the State conven- 
tion, and delegates to the three congres- 
sional district conventions, opened in St. 
Louis at 1 p.m. The polls will be open 
until 8 p. m. 

Hiram Lloyd, Thomas K,. Niedring- 
haus and W. E. S. Jarrett are leading 
the fight for Col. Roosevelt in St. Louis, 
while Mayor Kreismann and Otto F. 
Stifel are leading the Taft fight. Roose- 
velt delegations were filed in the Fifth, 
Sixth, Thirteenth, Seventeenth, Twenty- 
fifth and Twenty-seventh Wards. 

The Republican city committeemen all 
filed uninstructed delegations with the 
exception of Jarrett of the Twenty-fifth 
Ward, who headed the Roosevelt dele- 
gation. 


Hard Fight for Taft Men. 


Lloyd said that he expected Roosevelt 
to win in every ,contest. The Roosevelt 
leaders are claiming the Twentieth Ward 
delegation, headed by Thomas K. Nied- 
ringhaus, and at least one-half of the 
uninstructed delegates. 

The Taft leaders said that the Roose- 
velt victory in Illinois was going to 
make it hard for them to win against 
Roosevelt in St. Louls. A canvass of 
the Twenty-fifth Ward, made by the 
Taft leaders, showed a preponderance of 
Roosevelt voters. The Taft men went 
to the polls early. to get all their vot- 
ers out, hoping by superior organization 
work to carry the ward. 

Lloyd and Niedringhaus said that, re- 
gardiess of hcw St. Louls goes as be- 
tween Roosevelt and Taft, Roosevelt 
will control the State convention by 
more than 100 majority.

Witness Admits Friendship for 
Youth, Who, She Says, Threat- 
ened to Kill Husband. 





Mrs. ..Annie Hunning: took the witness 
stand in her on behalf Wednesday 
morning at Hillsboro, Mo., in her trial 
charged with the murder of her lius- 
band, Martin Hunning. Cool, apparent- 
ly indifferent to the audience that 
packed the: courtroom, she replied to 
the questions of her attorney, Charles 
P. Johnson. Once she appeared amused 
and laughed outright. 

After Mrs. Hunning had given her 
testimony the defense read the record 
of Seidl’s conviction to the jury, Sheriff 
Bechler and Prosecutor Miller denied 
promises had been made to obtain the 
woman’s testimony and both sides an- 
nounced they were through with the 
testimony. Judge Dearing took a recess 
at 2 p. m. to prepare.his instructions. 
It was expected the case would: go to 
the jury at a night session. 

Wearing an old-fashioned black 
dress, an ill-fitting black coat, with 
a crocheted black shawl thrown 
loosely about her head, Mrs. Hunning 
took the stanG at 9:35. She glanced 
slowly around the room, settled her- 
self comfortably in her seat and 
looked expectantly at Johnson. She 
answered the preliminary questions 
by saying that she was 36 years old, 
that her late husband was a year 
older, that they were married 14 
years ago, and that they lived on a 
farm belonging to her father, Con- 
rad Reuter, 12 years. 

Tells of the Killing. 

By question and answer she told iden- 
tically the same story of the killing of 
her husband that she told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter the morning after the as- 
sassination. The two of them were in 
their room, she said, and her husband 
was “‘rubbering,’’ or listening, to con- 
versations of others, at the telephone 
when she left the room for a second. 

She said then that she heard the noise 
of breaking glass, ran in and found her 
husband on the. floor, that she tried to 
get him to speak to her and that then 
she telephoned neighbors. After he was 
shot she said she heard a gruff voice 
outside say, ‘We got to get out of reach, 
they have a telephone.’’ 

The woman gave a description of the 
cabin where the crime occurred. The 
room in which Hunning died had win- 
dows to the south, east and west, she 
said, the blind at the west was down, 
while those at the east and south were 
drawn partly. It was through the south 
window that the shot was fired. Hun- 
ning was at a telephone facing the west 
window. 

The first hint the defense gave of its 
intention to combat the testimony of 
Seidl, who testified that he planned and 
executed the killing with the woman's 
knowledge, was when Johnson asked her 
if she had asked Hunning to stay up 
later than usual that night. She an- 
swered in the negative. 

“What effect did the shooting hava 
upon you?” she asked. 

“It made me very nervous.”

Declares Recall Plan Would

WASHINGTON, April, 10.—Col. Roose- 
velt was portrayed in the Senate today 
as the counterpart of Pontius Pilate. 

The picture was drawn by Senator 
Jones of Washington, who sketched as 
the groundwork the recent Detroit 
speech of the former President con- 
cemning the votes of the majority mem- 
bers of the Lorimer Committee, favor- 
able to the Illinois Senator, as not be- 
ing responsive to the sentiment of 
constituencies. 

“This is the latest rule for judicial 
actton suggested by this self-proclaimed 
leader of progress,’”’ said Senator Jones. 
“Because we have not followed it we 
are not progressive, but reactionary. 
This was the rule of action followed 
by Pilate nearly 1900 years ago. This 
is the first time, I venture to say, in 
our history or in the history of any 
civilized people, that Pilate’s rule of 
judicial action has met the approval 
of any man save those who would 
crucify Jesus, and only despise him for 
following it. 


Might Have Applanfed Pilate. 

“If former President Rosevelt had 
been standing on one side when Pilate 
Gelivered Jesus to the Jews, after 
having examined into the charges and 
found no fault in Him but, at the 
demand of the people, turned Him over 
to them for crucifixion, he would have 
(lapped his hands and_ exclaimed, 
‘Most Righteous, Most Honorable, Most 
Just Judge.” At least he would have 
done this if he had been as progressive 
then as he is now. I am charitable 
enough to believe, however, that he 
would have been a reactionary. 

“Justice and fair dealing are thrown 
to the winds,’’ he added. ‘Appeals to 
passion and prejudice displace reason 
and logic. Vileness and corruption are 
sought for eagerly and we rejoice if 
we are successful in our search. Sin- 
ister motive prompt those who disagree 
with us and none is good save ourselves. 

“Under the banner of progression 
anarchy is preached in honeyed phrase 
and fulsome flattery. Our sense of jus- 
tice and fairness is deadened by loud 
ceclamation and insidious suggestion. 

“A new Richmond has rushed upon 
the political field. The real, consistent, 
faithful leader of § radical political 
thought, whose courage, consistency and 
faithfulness we all admired, even if we 
did not accept the doctrines advocated 
became ill and exhausted. The banner 
he was faithfully and bravely carrying 
was drooping. 

Seeks Others’ Reward, Is Charge. 

“This new Richmond rushed upon the 
political scene, threw his hat into the 
ring and shouted to the wavering hosts 
to follow him in the highways of prog- 
ress and victory.

the principles of human justice or hu- 
man rights and good government than 
the principal suggestion contained in 
this Statement.” 

Senator Jones said he did not believe 
there could be found within his State 
one who is such a reactionary as to ap- 
prove ‘‘the rule of judicial conduct 
practiced by Pontius Pilate.” If Mr.

Recail Plan Analyzed. 
“You will note that this is not a sug- 
Bestion that the judges should decide 
a case according to their judgment of 
the law and the evidence and then allow 
the people to pass upon it. It goes 
farther than that. It suggests that the 
people shall make the decision, that 
the judge shall disregard the law and 
the evidence and try to ascertain what 
he thinks the people desire to be done 
in the case and then act in accordance 
with what he believes is their judg- 
ment. 
“If this rule is to be followed, then 
judges must instruct juries that they 
are not to decide cases upon the law 
and the evidence submitted to them, 
but they must endeavor to find out 
What the public sentiment is with ref- 
erence to the matter at issue and decide 
it in accordance with that. Judges, in- 
stead of instructing the jury as to what 
the law its, should try to tell them 
what the public sentiment is.”

He based his fight 
upon the allegation that the Republican 
machine, through the police, had intim- 
idated and driven from the polis thou- 
sands of bona fide Democrats, and had 
aided and abetted negroes, who had no 
right to vote, in swelling the Republican 
majority for Representative Dyer. 

Representative Dyer appeared before 
the committee in his own behalf, owing 
to the inability of Franklin Miller, his 
attorney, to be present. He entered a 
sweeping denial of all the allegations 
made by the contestant. 

Dyer Defends Self. 

Dyer told the committee the unusual 
police activities were caused by the 
prohibitionists, who feared that the 
liquor interests might use improper 
agencies in electing their own candi- 
dates. 

These police precatuions were not 
aimed at the congressional. election, he 
said, but were primarily instituted for 
the protection of the ballots in the Stare 
elections. 

Names Stricken From Lists. 

Tralles, representing Kinney, declar- 
ed, in opening his argument, that a 
squad of police under Lieut.

Boats bearing rescue parties already are 
in the parts of the flooded area nearest 
Memphis. Relief parties also have been 
organized and dispatched from Osceola, 
Ark., and other towns. 

Towns which are said to be under 
ter from 3 to 10 feet in depth are: 
Marked Tree, about 1200 persons; Wil- 
son, about 500; Big Lake, 200; Decker- 
ville, 500; Tyronca, 150. Besides these, 
many minor settlements probably are in- 
undated. Indications are also that Craw- 
fordsville, a town of 400, in Crittenden 
County, will be invaded by the water. 
Greenville, Miss., is now the conspicu- 
ous point in the impressive flood pic- 
ture. For three days the torrent of the 
river has threatened to break through 
dikes guarding that city, which is ir 
the center of the world’s richest cotton 
country. 

Last night, it was felt the crisis had 
come and when the thousands of bags 
of sand thrown into the flood’s maw by 
State convicts and battalions of planta- 
tion workers held off the current a mur- 
mur of relief went up from the delta.

|Military House Committee Criti- 
| cise Both Officials for Forcing 
General to Retire. 


Army Officer Was Accused of In. 
subordination, but Permitted 
to Quit Post. 


By Associated Press, 

| WASHINGTON, April 10.—President 
Taft and Secretary Stimson are severe- 
ly arraigned in a sensational report on 
| the Ainewerth case, presented to the 
} House by the Military Affaire Commit- 
tee. 


Secretary Stimson ts charged with 
having committed a “great and trre- 
} parable wrong,” and a “flagrant mis- 
fuse of official authority,’’ when last 
Webruary he suspended Gen. Ainsworth 
from his duties as Adjutant-General of 


the Army and charged him with in- 
subordination. 

That the President and Secretary 
Stimson prejudged the cause: that the 
accusations against the General were 
based upon, prejudice; and that the Sec- 
retary of War has an “erroneous idea” 
of his relation to Congress are some of 
the other conclusions reached by a ma- 
jority of the committee of which Rep- 
resentative Hay of Virginia is chairman. 

Permitted to Retire. 

Following Gen. Ainsworth’s relief 
from duty and when a courtmartial 
'seemed probable, the President permit- 
ted him to retire from the army be- 
eause of his long service. 

The report follows an investigation 
or 
afoot by a resolution by Representative 
Watkins of Louisiana. 

Criticising the relief of Gen. Ains- 
worth, the report declares the “worst 
feature of it was that this officer of 
long and distinguished service, had no 
tribunal to which he could appeal with 
any hope of justice or fair treatment.” 

The majority of the committees con- 
clude that Gen. Ainsworth had been 
guilty of no act which justified the let- 
ter of suspension from Secretary Stim- 
son and “that the eharges had origin in 
a determination to drive Gen. Ainsworth 
from active service and have nothing 
to support them but bare assertion 
coupled with misrepresentation and sup- 
pression of the truth, 

What Report Says. 

The report then goes on to say that 
it is incredible of belief that Secretary 
Stimson believed Gen. Ainsworth guilty 
ef the charges and adds: 
| “Some other reason must have actu- 
ated the Secretary of War and that 
that reason is not hard to find. 

“Your committee being familiar with 
all phrases of the Iegislative features in 
the army appropriation biil can readily 
account for this vioten= assault on Gen. 
Ainsworth” 

It is pointed out that Gen. Ainsworth 
favored the five-year enlistment plan in 
the army bill, which was opposed by 
other officers of the genera! staff, and 
that Secretary Stimson’s letter of sus- 
pension to the General was sent on the 
day that this feature of the bill was 
being discussed in the House. 

Statement Criticised, 

Secretary Stimson’s comment tc the 
House when he sent the papers in the 
case to the effect that his action “was 
not to be construed as a recognition of 
the authority of the House or any of 
its committees to require of the chief 
executive a statement of reasons for 
his official action,”’ is severely criticised. 

Gen. Ainsworth’'s stand upon a certain 
letter to the Secretary of War upon 
which much of the charges was baseu 
is defended.

ONE EMPLOYE IS KILLED 





Fifty-One Box Cars Are De- 
Stroyed and Damage Is Esti- 
mated at About $35,000. 





That the fire which destroyed the 
Illinois Central car repair shops in East 
St. Louis, when one man lost his life, 
Tuesday afternoon, was not more dis- 
astrous was due, experts agreed 
Wednesday, to the wisdom of the fire- 
men in deliberately setting fire to a 
tank containing 12,000 gallons of oil. 

The tank was partially buried near 
the sand house and a southwesterly 
wind blew the flames towards it. Only 
the experienced fire fighters realized 
the imminent danger of explosion if the 
tank should become heated, forming gas 
within. Such an explosion, they be- 
lieved, would mean heavy loss of life 
and property. 

Torch Thrown Into Oil. 

To prevent this, the huge steel cap of 
the tank was removed and a torch was 
thrown inside. Dense black smoke told 
at once of the fire within. Viewed from 
across the Mississippi. this smoke ap- 
peared to indicate that that whole part 
of East St. Louis was afire, so great 
was its volume. 

When the wind shifted to the west 
so there would no longer be any danger 
of explosion from exterior heat, the 
firemen shoveled sand into the tank, 
smothering the flames. It is estimated 
that 8000 gallons of oil were saved. 


Man’s Body Is Found, 
The fire began at 3:15 p. m. in the 


southwest corner of the long frame car 
shed. Its origin is uncertain, although 
there is a belief among officials that 
it started from electric wires. The 
building and 51 box cars were destroyed 
and a locomotive was badly damaged. 
Several hundred men were employed 
in the place and, when half a dozen of 
them -.shouted an alarm at once, there 
was a scramble for the exits. All of 
them got out except Charles Herndon, 28 
years old, a laborer, of 116 Ellwood 
street, St. Louis. His charred body was 
found near the paint house two hours 
afterwards. Herndon was subject io 
epilepsy, na fellow workmen say. 


wo Men Are Hurt. 
Charles ba Eg a machinist, while 


holding a hose on the roof of an ad- 
joining shed, was knocked off it by a 
jet from another hose and slightly huri. 
Ernest Landgraf, a fireman, fell 25 feet 
from a shed when a gutter gave way 
under him. He was unconscious for 10 
minutes, but afterwards returned to 
work. 

Fire Chief Swingley of St. Louis went 
to the blaze to offer help from this city. 
One St. Louis hose company, the 
Twelfth, stationed at Seventh street 
and Franklin avenue, also went to the 
fire. 

Officials of the company Wednesday 
estimated the loss at $35,000, partly cov- 
ered by insurance.

SCHOOL BOARD SEEKS 
TO COLLECT FINES 


Attorney Wants the Bambrick 
Construction Co. to Pay 
$3050 Assessed by Court. 


The School Board through Attorney 
EK. M. Grossman is seeking to collect 
fines totaling $3050 from the Bambrick 
Construction Co. for contempt of court. 
The fines were imposed by Judge Mc- 
Donald in the Circuit Court in 1907. 

The company had been enjoined from 
operating its quarry on Florissant ave- 
nue in such manner as to disturb the 
neighborhood and was cited three times 
for violating the order. For the, first 
offense Judge McDonald imposed a fine 
of $0. The second time he committed 
John Bambrick, president of the com- 
pany, to jail for five days. A fine of 
$3000 was inflicted for the third of- 
fense. 

The Bambrick concern appealed this 
to the Court of Appeals, but that trib- 
unal, last January, affirmed the lower 
court. Then the attorney for the plain- 
tiffs in the injunction suit claimed the 
money, but the Circuit Clerk refused 
to issue an execution on the judgment 
because the statute provides that all 
fines for contempt shall be paid to the 
School Board. 

Attorney Grossman of the board was 
notified and he applied for an execu- 
tion against the Bambrick property 
covering both fines. The company, it 
is said, will resist the execution be- 
cause the decree did not specify who 
should receive the money.

DGE COMMITTEE 
OUT OF EXISTENCE 
IN FINAL WRANGLE 


Delegates Fail to Reappoint 
Members as Session Ends 
in a Storm. 


NO REPORT ON APPROACH 


Council Renamed _ Representa- 
tives but They Cannot Act 
Until After April 16. 


After prolonged wrangling in the 
House of Delegates, the Joint Free 
Bridge Approach Committee of the 
Municipal Assembly passed out of exis- 
tence Tuesday night, with the closing 
of the 1911-1912 session, without having 
made any report 


The Council had already voted to re- 
appoint its five members, but a similar 
resolution in the House was killed 
by what Delegate Methudy, who intro- 
duced the resolution, called “the finest 
exhibition of logrolling ever seen in 
che House.’ Without the co-operation of 
the five delegates, the five committee- 
men from the Council can do nothing. 

The next session of the Assembly be- 
gins April 16. Meantime, no progress can 
be made in the selection of an eastern 
approach for the bridge. 

Delegate Hale started the discussion 
by moving that the committee be in- 
structed to report before May 1. Ittner 
moved that this be amended so as to 
show that the sentiment of the House 
favored the northeast approach. 

Mohrstadt, a member of the commit- 
tee, who consistently has opposed its 
policy of secrecy, was on his feet im- 
mediately. ‘“‘There’s no use appointing 
a committee,” he said, “if you are go- 
ing to tell the members what they must 
do.”’ 

Let It Alone, Says Ebrecht. 

“This House is on record on two ap- 
proaches,”’ said  Ebrecht. ‘‘That’s 
enough. Let the committee alone. For 
the love of Mike, give the committee a 
chance to make good.” 

“‘Let’s read this resolution,” said 
Igoe, “and see what the committee was 
appointed to do. This committee has 
taken great pains to maintain secrecy. 
The members of the House do not know 
where and when the committee met. 
The House should have been informed. 

“The public is right in its demand for 
information. The committee might take 
a lesson from the late proposed new 
charter, which was evolved after 18 
months of secret wrangling and given 
to the public to be voted on in a few 
weeks.”’ 

‘T hear these gentlemen tell glibly 
how to locate bridge approaches,”’ said 
Eilers, chairman of the committee, ‘‘and 
it reminds me of a young gir) telling 
an old mother how to rear babies. We 
will report before May 1 if reappointed. 
It amuses me to hear a man on the 
street telling how to locate an approach 
as though it were as easy as spending 
a $10 bill. 

Sees Mistake on West Side. 

‘“T am convinced that the House of 
Delegates which located the west ap- 
proach of the bridge at Chouteau ave- 
nue made a terrible mistake. It should 
have been further north. It is now 
learned that the north side of Gratiot 
street is in control of the Terminal and 
that independert railroads cannot cross 
Mill Creek Valley.’’ 

Eilers said the meetings of the com- 
mittee had not been peaceable and for 
this reason had been attended with 
some secrecy. Then Delegate Becker 
declared himself in favor of putting 
the recall into immediate practice. 

“After tonight,’’ he said, “we have 
no Speaker, no committees, no Dills. 
This committee should be recalled. The 
members have done their best, but 
haven’t got anywhere—except into trou- 
ble with the public on account of their 
secrecy.”’ 

“The committee has been hampered 
by men higher up,” said Mohrstadt. 
‘Personally, I am opposed to the Reber 
approach. The men in power should 
keep their hands off.”’ 

Hale then took the floor, saying, “I 
played the game of rough house, after 
trying, in the two months following iny 
election, to be dignified. Now I appeal 
for order while I speak.” He argued 
at some length against the reappoint- 
ment of the committee. 
as a substitute a resolution that che 
committee be given a vote of thanka. 
The resolution was carried quickly and 
the wrangle was at an end. 

After the delegates had expressed all 
kinds of good feeling toward each oth- 
er, the Mayor and representatives of 
the press, they sang ‘‘America” as a 
doxology. With the echoes of the pa- 
triotic anthem lingering in the chamber, 
@& member started the Ozark houn’ dog 
song. The others took it up, and thus 
the session passed into history. 

“Should Let Committee Alone.” 

When asked later by a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter to explain his reference 
to “men higher up,” Mohrstadt said 
higher city officials, including the Mayor 
and members of the Board of Public 
Imprevements, had favored the Reber 
approach, without waiting for the com- 
mittee’s report. 

‘The House of Delegates rejected the 
Reber approach plan after it had been 
approved by the Council,” he said. 
“Now that has been disposed of and 
those who favored the Reber plan 
should be willing to let the committee 


alone.”

NEW YORK, April 10.—Another sub- 
stantial advance was made toward the 
$29,000 mark by the Jefferson memorial 
fund when Norman E. Mack, chairman 
of the National Democratic Committee, 
mailed his check for $100, and Col. Wil- 
liam Hester of Brooklyn sent his check 
for $25, both contributors warmly in- 
dersing the movement to erect a fitting 
memorial to the author of the Declara- 
tion of Independence. The fund now, 
including the $25,000 left by Joseph 
Pulitzer, amounts to $28,678.22. 

In a letter to the committee of the 
Jefferson memorial fund Chairman 
Mack said: 

“To build an enduring tablet to the 
memory of Thomas Jefferson is to per- 
retuate our respect for and devotion to 
popular government. Mr. Pulitzer’s 
splendid contribution of $25,000 has given 
tc all independent citizens and particu- 
larly to those of us who are affiliated 
vith the party that Jefferson established 
and endowed an opportunity and an in- 
centive and I deem it an honor to be 
associated even in a small way in this 
movement. 


Man of the People, 
“It appears to me that it would be 


especially appropriate if the necessary 
amount to be added to Mr. Pulitzer’s 
gift should come from. great numbers. 
Essentially a man of the people, how 
appropriate and gratifying it would be 
to all patriotic people to see hundreds 
of citizens of this country join in the 
movement, and how in keeping with 
Mr. Pulitzer’s wishes would be that 
course. 

“I send you herewith my contribu- 
tion of $100 and earnest wish that the 
Democracy of New York will join quick- 
ly and effectively with you in the con- 
summation of this great work.”’ 

Col. William Hester, president of the 
Prooklyn Daily Eagle, also gave a warm 
indorsement to the project. “Every ef- 
fort should be made,”’ Col. Hester: said, 
“to insure the amount finally raised 
peing large enough to build a memorial 
of suffigient magnificence to lend it 
suitable dignity as a national object. 
It should represent the contributions of 
the people at large rather than the con- 
tributions of a few fortunately situat- 
ed individuals. Thomas Jefferson oc- 
cupies a place In this country’s history 
as one of its foremost citizens. This 
country’s citizens, no matter what their 
station in life and irrespective of their 
financial or political or official stand- 
ing, should not hesitate to pay him 
honor as such. 

“There can be no question concerning 
the merit of this endeavor. There have 
been few figures in our national his- 
tory as deserving of recognition as 
Thomas Jefferson. He was not mere- 
ly the pioneer of the Democratic party; 
his labors were dignified by a far great- 
er service than that. Our recognition 
‘ust primarily be for his services as a 
-reat statesman, patriot and citizen; one 
who ever had his country’s welfare at 
heart; one who ever strove for those 
high ideals of statesmanship and citi- 
zenship which make for not only po- 
Ntical integrity, but for the integrity 
of government as well.”
